EDITORIAL 


THE PREREQUISITE. 


This timely subject received its mer- 


ited share of attention from the recent 


State meeting. A paper dealing ably 
with the subject was presented by J. 
G. Munson of San Jose. The paper

by the Association. The people of the 


State and the profession of other States 
must wait at least another year for the 


ultra conservative ones to make known 


their sentiments. However, the situa- 
tion is more hopeful and, apparently, 
but a very short time will be required 


to convince all thinking men that edu- 


cation in pharmacy is just as essential 
as education in any other line. 


THE PaciFic PHARMACIST is gratified — 


at the sentiment expressed at the last 


Oakland meeting and we have consider- 


able assurance our long-suffering prayer 
may soon be answered.

FINAL LEGISLATION. 


The following telegram tells the tale 
in regard to legislation affecting Phar- 
macy in the last session of the Leg- 
islature : 


“Sacramento, Cal., 7, 1917. 
‘““PACIFIC PHARMACIST, 
“San Francisco, Cal. 
“703 signed, all others vetoed. _ 
“H. S. Kirk.” 


As will be remembered 763 was so 
amended that it practically is of little 
concern to pharmacy. The bill which 
was of great concern was /06, fos- 
tered by the Board of Pharmacy. — 
This bill would have taxed the drug- 
gist heavily. -It is to be hoped that 
the State Board has learned the les- 
son, that when bills affecting the 
trade are offered that they consult 
the people interested and not try 
trickery in foisting such legislation. — 
The Anti-Trading Stamp Bill was 
vetoed. In a nutshell, then, the laws 
affecting Pharmacy passed by the last 
Legislature are practically nil. So 
rest easy, Brother Pharmacist, Uncle 
Sam is the only one who is liable to 
get you during the next two years. 
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BOTANICAL NOMENCLATURE. 


It has long been recognized by Botan- 
ists that many of the names of plants 
mentioned in the Pharmacopceia and Na- 
tional Formulary as well as other stand- 
ard works in pharmacy were not en- 
tirely correct. In an interesting way 
Mr. Oliver Atkins Farwell of Parke, 
Davis & Co., calls attention to these in 
the Druggists Circular. There is, of 
course, some difference of opinion even 
among Botanists as to the proper names 
of some plants. It might be well to 
suggest the naming of a committee of 
Taxonomic Botanists to pass upon all 
the Botanical Nomenclature of interest 
to pharmacy before the Pharmacopceia 
was again revised and all these doubtful 
names could be properly changed. It is 
regrettable some form of the B. N. & A. 
Nomenclature is not being applied in 
the same way in Botany as in Zoology. 
For example in Human Anatomy we 
now use the same names throughout the 
entire civilized world. This, of course, 
was by international agreement’ among 
scientists. It simplifies very much in- 
deed the work of students who fre- 
quently have occasion to read literature 
from all parts of the world upon com- 
mon and everyday medical topics. Let 
us hope the nomenclature in Botany will 
soon be standardized in a_ similar 
fashion. 


NOT FORGOTTEN. 


In briefly recounting the history of 


the last decade in the May issue we 


inadvertently omitted the names of a 
few men who deserve special mention. 
Among these were the names of Fred 
Searby, son of the founder who at one 


time owned and controlled the Journal. 


He gave much of his valuable time and 
not a little money toward aiding the 
Journal. He was always fearless and 
upright in the highest degree. Another 
name omitted was that of Herbert 
Dugan, who gave freely of his money 
and counsel. We also acknowledge our 
debt to Mr. Clyde L. Eddy, who made

He worked under un- 
usual and most discouraging conditions, 
but nevertheless his exhibition of skill 
and ability was recognized immediately 
and he is now managing editor for the 
Druggists Circular.

Although the patent 
on this drug expired in February, yet 
the exclusive right to the trade mark 
still remains in the’ possession of the 
Bayer Co. This opinion has been 
handed down by one of the great legal 
experts on patent and trade mark law, 
namely, Mr. Livingston Gifford of New 
York. The Bayer Co. announced sev- 
eral months ago that they would prose- 


cute vigorously those who are using 


the name “Aspirin” on products manu- 
factured by other concerns. We pre- 
dict victory for the Bayer Co.

-PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


By EDWARD G. BINZ. 


Ladies, Gentlemen, Fellow Mem- 
bers: It gives me great pleasure to 
address you at this eleventh annual 
convention of the California Phar-_ 
maceutical Association. Another year 
has passed and my duties as your 


‘president will soon be at an end. 


I have done the very best I knew, to 
giving you my services as your presi- 
dent. If I have failed to satisfy I 
am very sorry, as my intentions have 


been the very best to serve this Asso- 


ciation and to accomplish results that 


were needed. 


I have been favored with the co- 
operation of the members and they 
have responded nobly when called 
upon. My committees have done 
their duty, and from all indications 


this has been a successful year duc 


to the untiring efforts of the various 
committees more than to myself. 

It ‘is unfortunate, in maintaining 
our legal rights on the high seas, that 
we have been dragged into this dread- 
ful world-war. Let us hope that this 
great struggle will soon be ended. 
Prices in most every commodity are 
being boosted beyond endurance and 
in many cases unnecessary. 

The Legislative Committee is to be 
commended on the splendid results 
that have been accomplished. The 
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report of this committee will give you 
a better account of their work. They 
have labored carefully and _ conscien- 
tiously during this last term of the 
Legislature. 

In my investigation the past year I 
-was impressed with the possibilities 
of one qualifying for the examination 


of the State Board of Pharmacy on 


experience that is not real drug ex- 
perience. | 


The drug store of today does not 


afford the apprentice the same oppor- 


tunity of laboratory experience that 


was possible when the present phar-— 


macy law was enacted. 

Selling sundries, patent medicines 
and perfumery do not constitute drug 
store experience as was originally in- 
tended in the law. Under the present 
system the young man may work in a 
drug store, go to a quiz class and pass 
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a creditable examination and never 
have any real drug store experience. 
Nor has he seen the back of the pre- 
scription case from the dispensing 
side. This man is not qualified to fill 
physicians’ prescriptions. 

Under the present system, however, 
he has passed the State Board of 
Pharmacy and is entitled to the wages 
of a registered pharmacist and the 
same courtesy as if he were an ex- 
perienced clerk. This appears to me 
to be wrong. 


Pharmacy is a profession. 
intend to hold the position we already 
have among Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tions we should try and find a remedy 


which will make those who pass the 


State Board of Pharmacy examination 
a credit to our profession. 

We have had discussions for and 
against the prerequisite. In former 
times I have been opposed to the 
prerequisite, but after careful investi- 
gation the past year I must confess I 
believe this is the only way we can 
make real experienced pharmacists out 
of the young man engaging in the 
profession. 

I do not believe in acting on a 


question of this sort too hastily. At. 


our annual conventions we do not 
have the attendance sufficient to ex- 
press the sentiment of our entire mem- 
bership. 

This is a matter in which all should 


be consulted, the clerks as well as the 


proprietors. 


I would therefore suggest and rec-. 


ommend that we have a post-card 


referendum vote taken of all the regis- — 


tered and registered assistant .phar- 
macists in the State and that this 
vote be considered in our next annual 
session before taking definite steps on 
having a prerequisite clause enacted in 
our pharmacy law. 

This is an important issue and 
should be acted upon with the utmost 
care and precision. It has been my 
good fortune this past winter to at- 
tend the meeting of the Minnesota 
Pharmaceutical Association who have 


If we 


passed the prerequisite. The Iowa State 
Association also have voted favorably 
upon this question. The time is rapid- 
ly approaching when all States will 
adopt this plan. If we fail to take 
some action and ignore this important 
issue will we not be wrongfully 
judged by those who are working to 
elevate the practice of pharmacy? 


Legislative Work. 


Legislative work is also important. 
On this the future of any organiza- 
tion depends. To make this work 
successful in safeguarding our in- 
terests complete harmony is essential. 
All legislative measures, in my opin- 
ion, should be handled in the Legis- 
lature by the committee appointed by 
the State Association. Any idea in 
this regard emanating from a local 
association should be referred to the 


‘committee of the State Association as 


the parent body who are organized and 
in position to treat with the Senators 
and Assemblymen. This will place us 
in the position of a well organized 
fraternity and will give us a prestige 
we can not obtain with a div ided 
house. 
County 

I would suggest and recommend 
that we establish a Board of County 
Representatives, one for each county 
and in such counties where there are 
many drug stores three representa- 
tives, whose duty it shall be when 
important questions in the Legislature 
demand quick action to immediately 
(upon the request of the Legislative 
Committee). get into communication 
with the Senator and Assemblyman of 
their respective district, carrying out the 
instruction of the State Legislative 
Committee. This will give to us an or- 
ganization with which we can accom- 
plish the desire of the committee with 
a well directed effort and with small 
expense and delay. 

I wish again to call your attention to 
the necessity of belonging to the Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association and 
having your neighbor affiliate ;—with- 
out the assistance of every member 
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your officers are helpless. If every 
member would work as faithfully as do 
the officers you could accomplish much 
for the good of pharmacy and the pub- 
lic as well. The best object lesson I 
can cite you to is the result obtained 
by organized labor with Congress and 
the President on the eight-hour law. | 

While soliciting members I have often 
been asked: “What do I get out of 
the Association?’ To this I will say: 
You only get out what you put into 
it. Your moral support, your dues, the 
support of your officers. Your regular 
attendance at the State convention will 
give you many pointers, which, if fol- 
lowed will make money in your busi- 
ness. This broadens us all in collabo- 
rating with our fellow men. Your co- 
operation when called upon will make 
you better fit for business and a life of 
pleasure. 


N. A. R. D. 


Our affiliation with the N. A. R. D. 
is all important. The work being done 
by this organization is apt to be under- 
estimated. They have at all times a 
paid attorney in Washington, who looks 


after their interest. This means the © 


interests of every druggist in the United 
States. I am happy to state that our 
representative to the N. A. R. D. has 
been elected second vice-president of 
this great organization, an honor of 
which the California Pharmaceutical 
Association should be proud. _ 

To the Legislative Committee we owe 
much gratitude. They have labored un- 
tiringly for our good. Bills they have 
succeeded in having passed; others they 
were instrumental in having stopped, 
the former for our benefit, and the 
latter would have made for us a great 
deal of trouble. Their work has been 
very commendable. We should show 
our appreciation when the chairman 
reads his report to give thereto careful 
attention. To them I[- ‘personally am 
very grateful. 


Membership. 


The Membership Committee have 
done splendid work this year. The 
securing of new members is_ hard 


work. No one appréciates this better 


than does your humble servant. — 


The Committee on Pharmacy and 
Queries have done. splendid; in this 
you will bear me out when the session 
is farther along. 


The Committee on Time and Place 
have chosen well for this meeting and 
have arranged a most appropriate pro- 
gram for our entertainment. 


To the vice-presidents I am very 
thankful for the assistance they have 
given. It makes life a pleasure to 
labor with such men as these. 


Nominations. 


In nominating men from the floor 
as was suggested in the last convention 
I would suggest that you elect your 
vice-president with the idea in view 
that he will be your future president. 
My experience leads me to believe that 
as a man progresses in the chairs he 
learns and feels the needs of the As- 
sociation, and is in better position to 
do you more real good than if he 
were elected direct from the floor. 


Finance.

REPORT OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE OF THE CALI- 
FORNIA PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


To Edward G. Binz, President: 

This report can consist only of a 
statement of uncertainty, as all of the 
bills which have passed the Legislature 
affecting the drug interests have not as 
yet been signed by the Governor. 

Assembly Bill No. 706, introduced by 
the State Board of Pharmacy, has. been 


Los Angeles. 


objected to universally by the druggists 
all over the State, and a great many 
communications have been sent to the 
Governor asking him to veto it. The 


principal provisions of this bill are the 


restriction of the amount of narcotics 


that a physician can prescribe within a 


certain time for a patient. And the 
restriction of the sale of hypodermic 
syringes and needles. Attached to this 
bill is a clause assessing all druggists 
throughout the State $3 per annum for 
the purpose of prosecuting the illicit 
traffic in narcotics. 


Representatives of the State Board of 
Pharmacy lassured the Legislative Com- 
mittee that no further legislation would 
be introduced by them other than that 
discussed with your committee, and this 
license proposition was not brought up 


at all. 


It was, of course, the duty of the 
chairman to have watched this bill in 
its progress through the Legislature, but 


the confidence that was placed in the 


statement of the State Board’s repre- 


sentatives permitted the bill to wend 
its way unnoticed, and this license 


feature was not detected until the bill 
had passed both houses. 


The Governor has been interviewed 
by the chairman of your committee, but 
was noncommittal on the subject, and 
he did not state whether or not he 
would veto it. 


Assembly Bill No. 763 amends the 
Pure Food law and gives authorities in 


charge the right to quarantine certain 


foods after inspection by the State 
Laboratory. | 
Assembly Bill 764, a companion bill 
to the preceding, affecting the Pure 
Drug law in the same way, was vetoed 
by the Governor. 
Assembly Bills 695 and 696, intro- 
duced by the San Francisco Retail 


-Druggists’ Association, amend the pres- 


ent Food and Drug Laws so that hear- 
ings for violations may be heard in 
either Sacramento, San Francisco or 
These bills will afford a 
great convenience to drug and food 
merchants throughout the State, but it 
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is not ‘known at present whether or not 
they will become laws. 

Senate Bill No. 5, the Anti-Trading 
Stamp Law, has been in the Governor’s 
ofhce for some time, and has not as yet 
been signed. Congress is now debating 
to see just how much they can tax the 
retail druggist of the United States in 
various ways. The Proprietary Asso- 
ciation is making a determined fight 
against the obnoxious stamp tax on 
proprietary medicines, but what the out- 
come will be can not be anticipated at 
this time. It is presumed that alcohol 
will be doubled in tax, making an ad- 
ditional tax of $2.10 on the wine gal- 
lon of U. S. P. alcohol. Pressure, how- 
ever, may be brought which will permit 
the use of alcohol for medicinal and 
technical purposes to be used with a 
lower tax rate.

Your Committee on Pharmacy and 
Queries reports as follows: | 
At a meeting held in Los Angeles, 


January Dr. Stabler, Mr. 
W. H. Guest, Mr. E. W. Thurston 
and your chairman, the motion car- 
ried at our 1916 convention that the 
question of offering prizes for papers 
to be presented at this year’s meeting 


be left in the hands of this commit- 


tee, was taken up and thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and it was unanimously de- 
cided that it would be inexpedient at 
this time and, perhaps, also to a cer- 
tain extent unethical to offer mone- 
tary prizes for literary contributions 
to our proceedings; and it was further 
decided to go before the profession 
and ask for papers on a number of 
subjects of interest, both commercially 
and professionally, and to the retail 
druggist. This list’ has been very 
kindly given prominent’ place in all 
the pharmaceutical journals in the 
State, and while we did not succeed 
in obtaining answers to all our que- 
ries, we believe it will well repay the 
members to listen to the papers that 
will be presented.

It 
appears to this committee that these 
sections have not been as rigorously 
observed in the past as they by right 
ought to have been, and we would 
suggest that closer attention be paid 
to them in the future. 

It: is obvious that with a program 
thus prepared, the incoming commit- 
tee would find its labors considerably 
lightened and a great deal of time 
saved which is now wasted. Under 
present arrangements it is nearly im- 
possible to gét in touch with more 
than one person who might be ex- 
pected to contribute a paper, and if 
stich person for various reasons should 
feel compelled to decline our request, 
it is too late to approach any other. 
In conclusion, we believe that every 
contributor is well worth a vote of 
thanks from our Association and I 
personally take this opportunity to 


extend to the members of this com- 


mittee my heartfelt thanks for their 
willing and earnest co-operation, with- 
out which I am sure the present pro- 
gram could not have been accom- 
plished.

COLLEGE OF PHARMACY 
PREREQUISITE. 


By J. G. MUNSON, Ph. G. 


‘Pharmacy is the art of practice or 
preparing, preserving and compound- 
ing substances for the purposes of 
medicine.” This is the definition of 
pharmacy. ‘There is only one phar- 
macy and that is the profession of 
pharmacy. | 

Many engaged in the drug business 
speak of commercial pharmacy. This 
is stretching a point, for there is no 
such thing as commercial pharmacy. 
It is true that pharmacists engage in 
side lines in drug stores, but do not 
do so in the capacity of pharmacists. 

The function of a pharmacist is to 
compound and dispense substances 
just as skilfully and artfully, and 
even more so than is taught in a col-

lege of pharmacy. The mere selling 
of drugs does not constitute phar- 
macy. Anyone may engage in selling 
drugs -without,,being a pharmacist. 
In such a case he is’only a merchant. 
He who buys and sells drugs is only 
a druggist. A pharmacist is one who 
will, progress with the progress of the 
science of pharmacy in all of its 
branches, so as to be able to fill effi- 
ciently his function as a pharmacist, 
and only such a pharmacist can best 
serve the public and the physician. 
Therefore the prerequisite require- 
ments to practice pharmacy apply 
only to the college graduate, for he 
is the real pharmacist from the fact 
that his knowledge is acquired by 
systematic study and laboratory prac- 
tice taught by men who specialize in 
the respective branches of pharmacy. 
It has been said that the trained 
mind stands for the logical or reason- 
ing faculty well adjusted to its work. 
This is true. Higher educational re- 
quirements is the slogan of every 
school in California. The universities 
have raised their standard time and 
time again, with the result that the 
attendance has increased to overflow- 
ing. Why? Because the people ap- 
preciate the fact that education is su- 
preme. Knowledge is the greatest 


power ‘on earth: and ‘the people 
- that they must have a higher educa- 


tion in*order to keep pace with the 


rapid. progress of’ the world. 


There is no question that in the 
minds of progressive physicians and 


pharmacists who are familiar with 


the practice of pharmacy under our 
present law as compared to the pre- 
requisite laws of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Hawaii, Louisiana, Rhode 
Island, Wisconsin, Washington, Ore- 
gon and other States where prereqii- 
site laws have been for some years 


past and now are in operation to the 


great advantage of the public and 
the pharmacists. of those States, are 
profiting under these conditions. 

California is too slow in adopting 
the prerequisite, and the reason why 
it is not in our law at this time is 
well known to many of the pharma- 
cists here. We as an Association 
must work to the end that we will 
have laws governing the practice of 
pharmacy equal to the above enu- 
merated States. 

Let it be understood that a pre- 
requisite law would not be retroactive, 
and the enactment of such a proposed 
law would not in any way affect 
those pharmacists who have already 
passed the State Board of Pharmacy 
examination, but it would apply sole- 
ly and exclusively to those who wish 
to be pharmacists in the future. — 
The main argument against the 
College of Pharmacy prerequisite is 
that. the poor boy can not go to col- 
lege, but this statement has been dis-_ 


proven some hundred thousand times. 
‘The only boy to whom the colleges 


are closed is the lazy or undesirable 
one, and it is just as -well that it 
should be so. We all know young 
men who have worked their way 
through college and had a good time 
doing it. 

There is no logical argument against 
a higher educational standard for the 
practice of pharmacy, and I therefore 
can see no reason why the California 
Pharmaceutical Association should not 
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take the initiative to have enacted 


into our law the College prerequisite 
for California. 


Discussion by Prof. Green. 

I call your attention to the fact 
that in all the professions, medical, 
dental and all others there is a pre- 
requisite required as the first basis. 
In pharmacy this condition is not re- 
quired. You can graduate from a 
number of different institutions in the 
State, from the Hastings College of 
the Law or from the College in the 
University itself or go to any other 
Law College, and the moment you 
pass its examination or the bar ex- 
amination of the Supreme Court you 
are qualifed. Now what is the re- 
sult? If there is any criticism of your 
actions the Bar Association takes. it 
up. It is handled right, and in their 
own Association, there is a prerequi- 
site for their admission to any of 
these professions. Now we have to 
have a prerequisite. There is a pre- 
requisite in the army even for a vol- 
unteer who is asking leave to serve 
his country in time of need. Gentle- 
men, they examine him; that is the 
prerequisite and, for, just as in the 
requirement for entering the Univer- 
sity of California, the applicant must 
have four years preparatory of high 
school. ‘That is the prerequisite of 
the University of California. A few 
years ago we were hardly thought of, 
we pharmacists. Now we are recog- 
nized by the Government under its 
Pure Food Laws. Now let us do in 
this as they do in all other profes- 
sions, recognize a high standard. Let 
us by all means have a prerequisite. 


ADVERTISING. 


By FRED. H. DRAKE. 


I want to get right down and have 
just a little chat with you. I have spent 
a little over twenty years in the vari- 
ous phases of advertising and. selling. 


One of the first principles of. adver- |. 
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tising that all people who expend money 
in advertising want to remember is, first, 


to attract .attention; second, to arouse 
interest; third, to create desire. There 
are many different additions to those 
various corner-stones, but these three 
are the most important. All advertising 
does a certain thing: it gives an im- 
pression. It should tell the truth clearly 
and precisely. All purchases made from 
advertising are, first, to satisfy a need; 
second, to receive money ; third, to make 
money; and fourth, to enjoy life to the 
full. From the first corner-stone you 
must attract attention; if you don’t, all 
your money has been wasted. We had 
for a period of years, you might say, a 
period of grief until advertising got to 
a point where they began to analyze it 
and find out why certain things bring 
response, and why, to attract attention 
to-day, you must get right at the foun- 
dation of what you have for sale. I 
believe greatly in illustration because it 
was our first language; even foreigners 
who cannot speak our language under- 
stand illustrations. I do not mean illus- 
trations that mean nothing. A few 
years ago there was a great deal of 
competition to see who could put the 
mst beautiful women on their prod- 
ucts until they learned that they were 
spending money foolishly. To-day when 
a woman is ptt in an advertisement 


she is in some way using the article 


that is advertised. Other ways to at- 
tract attention are by cut prices at cer- 
tain times, which is playing on money © 
making. 

_ If we have attracted attention it is up 
to us to arouse interest; you may look 
around the room and there will be some 
one thing that will attract your atten- 
tion. Arousing interest is the second 
point of advertising. Arousing interest 
is bringing up some statements, even 
showing prices or what the article will 
do. Then you must create desire. The 
sale is always niade in the head first. 
If you create the desire you have ar- 
rived at a point where you will receive 
a response, but remember that the four 
corner-stones are the basis or funda- 
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mental of advertising. If you keep 
those before you at all times no matter 
where your store is, if it be small or 
large, you will have success. 

There is another point which is played 
on in advertising: that is curiosity, ‘ 
killed the proverbial cat.” 
ity is often mixed up with ambitious 
curiosity. To advertise Easter dyes a 
druggist colored some little chickens 
and put them in the window; he was 
kept so busy answering questions of 
how he did it and wouldn’t it kill the 
chickens, that he didn’t have a chance 
to sell any dyes. 

I went to the University of Califor- 
nia to lecture in advertising, and I was 
afraid of talking over their heads, but 
I found out that I could get right down 
to plain facts and talk right to them, 
and I learned a lot that day myself, 
perhaps more than — did. 


RELATION OF A PHARMACIST 
TO APPRENTICE. | 


By ARTHUR S. HILL, 
Los Angeles, Cal. 


Only a very few of the boys who get 
their first jobs as. delivery boys in a 
drug store ever become pharmacists. 
The chief reason is that they have in- 
sufficient fundamental education to make 
students, and they will not apply them- 
- selves out of business hours to con- 
sistent systematic home study, which is 
an absolute essential to a boy or young 
man who is endeavoring to become a 
pharmacist without attending a- school 
of pharmacy. 


The greater proportion of drug store 
, to him, showing which of the articles 


delivery boys, after working as such 
during a term varying from several 
months to a few years, seek more pay 
and usually obtain a situation that takes 
more muscle than brains. Fortunately, 
however, there are quite a number of 
boys who enter drug store employment 
that are gems in the vast amount of 
dross and have a keen desire to im- 
prove their minds and eventually their 
financial status.

risen to proprietorship from delivery 
boy, even though they were handicapped 
by having only a common school edu- 
cation. | 


One of the factors in the achieve- 
ments of great captains of industry has 
been their ability to pick good men 
and then train them to their line of 
work; thus the selection of employees 
and their training to your work is one 
of the big things necessary in building 
up a successful retail drug business. 
When in the course of changes in your 
employees you get a bright, capable boy 


who is good raw material, it is just as 


much a part of your business to help 
him to develop as it is to give thought 
and attention to a new department in 


your stofe or an advertising campaign. 


-The help given to a worthy boy wiill 
pay you a good profit. By kindly en- 
couraging and watching his ability to 
execute small things, then gradually 
giving him more difficult and more im- 
portant duties to perform, you increase 
his self-reliance and self-confidence. 

A small store offers more advantages 
to a boy than larger ones, as there are 
periods in the day when business is not 
pressing and the proprietor has time, 
while doing his own work, to explain 
to his assistant what he is working at, 


or to quiz the boy on what he has been 


studying. 

I prefer to employ a new boy of not 
less than fifteen years of age, as he 
makes a better appearance in the store 
than a younger one, and if you find it 
convenient to use him to assist in wait- 
ing on the trade, you can stimulate a 
boy’s ambition by talking salesmanship 


in your stock is the more profitable to 
sell and giving him your selling talks © 
on competitive items. It certainly is 
very pleasing when, during a rush and 
the boy is helping out, that you notice 
that he has remembered some of your 


talks and has landed a customer on a 


profitable article when a cut-rate item 
was called for. When the opportunity 
arrives I try to remember to’ compli- 
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ment and encourage him on his suc- 
cess. 

Some boys have risen from delivery 
boy to head clerk and eventually to a 
partnership, repaying their employer 
manifold for the time and patience that 
he has expended on their early training. 
It is needless to say that it is a waste 
of time and patience to try to make a 
pharmacist out of a boy who will not 
try to help himself. If he will not 
study of his own accord after you have 
shown him the possibilities of the drug 
business, do not try to pound it into 
him. It is a thankless job. But when 
you do have the right boy, give him all 
the encouragement and assistance pos- 
sible, and you will find it eventually to 
be a profitable investment.

THE DEPARTMENT OF PHAR- 
MACY OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF NEBRASKA. 


The State University of Nebraska is 


located at Lincoln, the capital, a pros- 


perous city of over fifty thousand in- 
habitants. Most of the university de- 
partments, including pharmacy, are 
within four blocks of the business cen- 
ter of the town. The medical school 
is located at Omaha, which is the prin- 
cipal commercial center of the State. 
The college of agriculture and also 


the home economics department are 


located at the university farm some 
two miles out of the center of Lincoln. 
The School of Pharmacy is an inti- 


mate and integral part of the State 


University and all of its instructors 


have university standing, and. this. ac- 


counts for the high esteem in which 
the school is held by the University 
Regents and the’ University manage- 
ment. The Dean, Dr. Rufus A. Lyman, 
is the very soul of the school and his 
capable management is no doubt largely 
due to the fact that his broad concept 
of pharmaceutical education has never 
been dwarfed and narrowed through 
so-called “drug store experience.” Dr. 


Lyman is president of the American 


Conference of Pharmaceutical Facul- 
ties and is a most energetic and en- 
thusiastic advocate of higher pharma- 
ceutical education, and has from the 
very first urged the college graduation 
prerequisite to State Board examination. 
The State of Nebraska is also very for- 
tunate in the possession of an alert and 
progressive Pharmacy Board of Exam- 
iners and of such leaders in pharmacy 
as A. V. Pease of Fairbury and N. P. 
Hansen of Lincoln. In harmony with 
the observations elsewhere, Dr. Lyman 
and Mr. Hansen report that *% inter- 
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est in the pharmaceutical education in 
the State has increased in direct pro- 
portion to the raising of the ‘educational 
requirements to enter the School of 
Pharmacy. Next year the school will 
be housed in a large separate building, 
and a yet larger and entirely new build- 
ing is to be completed within tour or 
five. years. 

The esteem in which the School of 
Pharmacy is held by the - University 
management is indicated by the fact 
that for this year a college of -_phar- 
macy man was invited to deliver several 
addresses at University functions. On 
the evening of May 7 Dr. Albert 
Schneider of the California College of 
Pharmacy delivered an address before 
the University Faculty Club, choosing 
for his subject “Bacteriology. from the 
Physico-Astronomical Viewpoint.”’ He 
also delivered the annual address be- 
fore Sigma Xi, the University honor 
society. The subjects discussed at the 
“Pharmacy Week’: convocations were, 
“The War and Drug Plant Culture,” 
“The Administration of the Pure Food 
and Drugs Act,” in its bearing on the 
quality and purity of the drugs within 
the State of Nebraska, and “The Col- 
lege Graduation Prerequisite to ‘State 
Board Examinations.” 


The School of Pharmacy has a small 
experimental garden in charge of Miss 
Elsie Day, Assistant Professor of Phar- 
macognosy, in which are grown the 
more important medicinal plants, among 
belladonna, aconite, digitalis, con- 
vallaria, podophyllum, henbane, stramo- 
nium, mint, and many others. Our

Incompatibilities in Prescriptions for 
Students in Pharmacy and Medicine 
and for Practicing Pharmacists and 
Physicians, by Edsel A. Ruddiman, 
Prof. of Pharmacy and Materia Med- 
ica, Dept. of Pharmacy, Vanderbilt 

University. Fourth edition, thorough- 
ly revised. . Published by John Wiley 
& Sons, N. Y. 


This book should be in the hands of 

every busy prescriptionist. The sub- 
stances treated are arranged in alpha- 
betical order except in the case of a 
few of the newer remedies. This makes 
it a very convenient reference book. 
Under the heading of each substance all 
of the more common incompatibilities 
are mentioned and the names of the 
new compounds are given. In part two 
the number of prescriptions has been 
considerably increased. A few of the 
prescriptions do not have comments for 
the reason that it is intended the stu- 
dent work them out for himself as 
lesson exercises. A table of solubilities 
is also incorporated for convenient ref- 
erence. This table has. been enlarged 
and revised. 
* The book is equally valuable to phy- 
sicians and pharmacists and should be 
in the hands of both.

present Messrs. Avery, Beal, Heinritz, 


Kauffman, Rothwell, Zwick and Free- 
ricks, constituting the full committee. 
The first quarter of the year brought 
a splendid increase in the business of 
the company, and the fire losses for 
the first three months were unusually 
light, though in April they have been 
correspondingly greater, thus  off- 
setting the unusually light losses for 
the first three months. 

During the first three months of the 
year the company wrote insurance 
amounting to $5,559,430.33 at a pre- 
mium of $58,626.72. This shows an 
increase over the corresponding period 
of 1916, amounting to $647,264.33 at 
a premium of $6,639.29. 3 

On April 1 the company had insur- 


ance in force amounting to $19,/10,- 
298.33 at a premium of $207,600.47. 
The premium being shown after al- 
lowing the 25% reduction in premium 
rate indicates as compared with other 
insurance companies a business in 
force on which such other companies 
would have had a premium income of 
$276,800.00. On April 1 the company 
had 10,634 policyholders. During the 
first quarter of the year it saved its 
policyholders in the cost of their in- 
surance the sum of $19,542.24. The 
fire losses for the quarter amounted to 
$15,870.14. . The expenses of conduct- 
ing business as charged against the 
first quarter amounted to $13,806.91. 

Many important matters found the 
consideration of the committee look- 
ing toward an even more extended 


-usefulness of the company. It was 


noted that the inventory book with 
which the company presents all of its 
policyholders is constantly growing in 
favor, and a vast number of druggists

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fore. Since it will almost be: impera- 
tive under the new War Tax Income 
law for nearly every druggist to have 
an annual inventory, the inventory 
book of the A. D. F. I. Co. will be 
an exceedingly handy thing to have, 
and every policyholder is entitled to 
have one.

ARMY PHARMACISTS. 


An Appeal Sent to Washington by 
Dr. George F. Payne. 


President Woodrow Wilson, 

Secretary of War N. D. Baker, 

Surgeon General U. S. Army Wm. C. 
Gorgas, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sirs: 

The United States is now preparing, 

with much energy, for a war which 
may bring. about awful results. 
. To each of you we make this appeal, 
that we may not have the disastrous 
results of the other wars of the United 
States, as what seemed to have been 
tremendous unnecessary losses; losses 
which were not caused by the missiles 
of the enemy, but by sickness and dis- 
ease, 


In every war in wtb: the United 


States has engaged, the losses which 
have occurred from sickness and dis- 
ease have far outweighed the losses 
from the missiles of the enemy. 


Just before the opening of the Span- 


ish-American war we urged better rec- 
ognition for pharmacists in our Army 
Service. We called attention to spe- 
cific needs in regard to the handling 
of drugs and supplies and sanitary mat- 
ters. Our suggestions were ignored in 
so far as that they were not carried 
out. We were told that matters could 


be managed in the very best manner 


from Washington under the rules and 


regulations which then existed. When 
the troops began to die, like flies, in 


Cuba, the very things which had been 
suggested were the things which the 


PHARMACIST 


newspapers of the country claimed 
most bitterly had not been carried out. 
We thought at one time of publishing 
in the newspapers of New York our 
letter and the reply thereto, but de- 
cided that it was too late to do any 
good and it would make many un- | 
happy who had acted in good faith, 
from their point of view. 


We now appeal to you, in behalf of 
the people, to secure from Congress 
an up-to-date organization of the Army 
Pharmaceutical Service. There are 
now no commissioned pharmacists in 
the United States Army, and, in fact, . 
there are no men of any kind who are 
called pharmacists. There are certain 
men in our Army Medical Corps de- 
signated as “Sergeants,’ who do the 
pharmaceutical work of the Army; 


- they are taught by the medical officers 


and are not even claimed to be pharm- 
acists by the Department. As an evi- 
dence of this, we quote below a letter 
which we just received from the Med- 
ical Department. This letter simply 
states the facts, practically as we have 
stated them above: 


“In reply to your letter of April 12, 
I am directed by the Surgeon General 
to request that inquiries in regard to 
pharmacists in the U. S. Army be re- 
ferred to that office. I will say, how- 
ever, that. there is no rating of phar-- 
macists. The ratings are Master Hos- 
pital Sergeant, Heep Sergeant and 
Sergeant First Class.” 


These men do the Pharmaceutical, 


-Chemical, X-Ray, Anaesthetic and Hos- 


pital Bookkeeping work of the Army 
and they rank as Sergeants only after 
long years of high grade work. 


To illustrate how “old fogey” and 
behind the times is our Army in this 
respect, we wish to call your attention 
to the fact that our own Navy has 
Commissioned Pharmacists—men who 
are designated as Pharmacists. The 
pharmaceutical service of the German 
Army carries the commissions of their 
pharmacists as high as that of Colonel, 
and in the French Army pharmacists 
tank as high as General of Brigade. 
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In the Japanese Army, the pharmacists 
rank as Second Lieutenants. Only 
slow-going England, who has been al- 
most as badly unprepared as ourselves, 
does not give commissioned rank to 
her Army pharmacists. She does, in 
civil life, however, give her pharm- 
acists also the title of Chemists. . In 
our own Army, the men who do the 
pharmaceutical work are taught by 
medical officers. There is not a single 


pharmacist who has a commission, with 


the respect and authority which a com- 
mission carries with it. The best posted 
medical men in civil life and the best 


posted medical men of the United States 


Army almost as a rule do not claim to 
be either efficient pharmacists nor effi- 
cient chemists. The young and inexpe- 
rienced medical officers generally seem 
to think that in taking a medical course 


(which was largely devoted to surgery 


and bacteriology) that by some mysteri- 
ous “hocus pocus” they have at the 
same time become efficient pharmacists 
and chemists. We have seen strong let- 
ters from medical officers in the United 
States Service urging that good pharm- 
acists be sent to them for the direction 
of sanitary work, as the young medical 


officers had learned but little of such 


things. 

Medical men are not educated to 
compound prescriptions nor to practice 
pharmaceutical chemistry, hence every 
State requires those who wish to prac- 
tice pharmacy to be examined and 
licensed: by a State Board of Pharmacy, 
composed of pharmacists. | 


We beg of you to look into the or- 
ganization of the pharmaceutical serv- 
ice, aS carried on in the armies of the 
French and of the Germans. | 


The world generally does not believe 
that proper pharmaceutical and chemi- 
cal work can be done without men of 
commissioned rank in charge of it. 
Men without commissions have no in- 
itiative whatever and certainly we can- 
not get the best results out of such 
conditions. We have tried it in every 
war of the United States with most 


lamentable results. .The deaths from 
sickness and disease in the French and 
German Armies in the present war have 
been far less than those from the mis- 
siles of the enemy. 


In the army of the United States the 
service which takes care of the sick 
mules is given commissions, as well as 
the service which takes care of the 
teeth of the soldiers; such matters are 
of tremendous importance but of still 
greater importance are the ‘lives of the 
sick soldiers, and yet there is not a 


‘single conimissioned pharmacist in the 


whole U. S. Army. 

In civil life the service of the pharm- 
acists is a necessity; they have to be 
familiar with the whole materia medica 
which is used not just by one physician 
but by a very large number of them. 
Each physician usually has about twen- 
ty favorite remedies and each one is 
inclined to treat his patients along a 
certain line of well thought out. treat- 
ment where these certain drugs act hap- 
pily in reference to each other. As each 
physician has a varied repertoire of his 


own, it is necessary for the pharmacist 


to be familiar with them all. 


As we said in an address to the | 
American Pharmaceutical Association, 
when we were president, “the pharm- 
acist~is sometimes more important to 
the patient than even the doctor for 
if the physician makes a mistake the 


pharmacist catches it, but if the pharm- 


acist makes a mistake, 
catches it!” 


There are 50,000 drug stores in the 


the patient 


United States, and each one is a cen- 


ter around the political 
and social life of the community. There 
is an average of five persons connected 
with each pharmacy, which makes 
about 250,000 pharmacists, the average 
being about 2,000 people to each pharm- 
acy, although it is sometimes one to 
1,000 people. Every one of these 
pharmacists is deeply interested in the 
professional side of pharmacy. Pharm- 
acy is more highly developed profes- 
sionally in the United States today than 
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anywhere else in the world. It is also 


more highly developed commercially. 

There should be higher entering 
grades for those who do the pharma- 
ceutical work of the Army. There are 
nearly 100 colleges of. pharmacy in this 
country, turning out first class pharma- 
cists, and yet the Army works on the 
very slow plan of starting out with 
ordinary privates and educating them; 
$18.00 per’ month men. The various 
grades of Sergeants now in that serv- 
ice should be given commissions and 
the service should be made more attrac- 
tive for the entering grades. 

Will. you please take up this matter, 
as above suggested, and look into the 
pharmaceutical. organizations in — the 
armies of Germany and France. which 
have been so well prepared and up- 
to-date, and try to get Congress to 
take such steps that the mortality 
among American soldiers from sick- 
ness and disease in the present war 
may be kept down below the horrible 
figures of the past..
